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Institute Theme 
“Education in 


Atomic Age” 


Faculty members of the junior 
college were this week discussing 


the significant addresses heard 
Monday, at the Orange County 
Teachers’ institute, on atomic 


energy and its implications for the 
future. 


Theme of the meeting, which 


| was held in the Santa Ana high 


school auditorium was ‘‘Educa- 
tion in the Atomic Age,’’ and the 
aim of the meeting was to impart 
to instructors of Orange county 
the truth about atomic energy and 
its effect on the future. 

They were told that “There is 
no secret of atomic energy” by 
Dr. Richard E. Vollrath, chair- 
man, department of physics, 'Uni- 
versity of Southern California, 
and that only one-thousandth of 
the possible energy of uranium has 
been utilized, but that physicists 
are ‘employed at the task of re- 
leasing more and more of its 
power, thus producing a more 
deadly atomic bomb. 

Dr. Wilbert L. Hindman, asso- 
ciate professor of political science 
at the University of Southern 
California followed Dr. Vollrath’s 
talk with an address on ‘‘Democ- 
racy and the Atomic Era.” 

He said, in effect, ‘“Unless we 
create a sense of democratic 
values through education, we will 
most certainly destroy ourselves.” 
He went on to explain that by 
“democratic values,’’ he meant the 
importance of equality before the 
law, freedom of religion, and 
racial tolerance. ‘ 

Roy E. Simpson, state superin- 
tendent . of public’ instruction, 
greeted the instructors with an 
address expressing high praise for 
Orange county public school offi- 
cials and their program of evalu- 
ation to determine the achieve- 
ment of students. 

Director John H. McCoy repre- 
sented Santa Ana in a panel dis- 
cussion on the general theme.
